ciate with everything else. 


AH matters now stand thera is no country 


in the world where n man getn KO much for 
a day's work as in this. And thero is no 
country where a man does so little in tho 
time allotted to labor. 
As a rule mechanics 


and laboring men do scarcely more than hclf 
as much iu a day ai; they used to when they 
were paid far less than at present. 
This 


makes the cost of tho labor actually per- 
formed out of all proportion to other things. 
It discourages building, slopii now cuter- 
prises, increases the price of routs and 
otherwise impoverishes society, throwing 
tho burden upon rich ami poor alike. The 
ramctly must bo applied bcforo (he country 
can bs on a sound and prosperous basis. 


While this is true of labor it i:i also true 


that capitalists must bo content with a less 
rate of interest which is in fact the wngCR 
of capital. It is impossible for any ono de- 
partment to maintain war prices while other 
things go back to the standard that prevailed 
before the war. We see no reason why 
wngos and interest fihould not go down at 
once, as it is a fact that they have not yet 
receded in common with other tilings; Tho 
shrinkage that is to como must apply 16 all 
department;* nnd not until tho reduction IH 
accomplished can there bo n return to specie 
payments.

TIIE 
COLOR OF 
FLO ,VERS.— 


Flowers of a violet color when exposed to 
tbe fumes of a cigar assume a greeii tint, all 
the more decided in proportion to their 
original bright tie es. This is well exempli- 
fied in tho case of tho violet Thlaapa, or 
Iberia umbellatta, and of tho Julieune, or 
Hesp«rid inatroiialis. The Alteration is due 
io tho ammonia of tho tobacco. Starting 
from this point tbo Italian Professor, L. 
Gahbt, has—as wo learn from Tho Journal 
of the JFronch Central Society of Horticul- 
ture—made a scries of experiments in order 
to determine *tho effect of ammonia on the 
colors of vftriowj i>lauts. Pouring n litllo 
ammonia into a plate, and placing a funnel 
OTOr it, the professor inserts tho flower In 
the tube of the latter. In this way blue, 
violet, and purple flowers become of a flno 
gr&en color ; deep carmine-colored flowore, 
such as pinka, uocomo black; white blos- 
soms yellow, and so on ; but tho most 
curious effects are produced on parti-colored 
flowers, such as red and white, when tho 
former color in changed to green and the lat- 
ter becomes yellow. Another remarkable ex- 
ample was that of tho fuchsias with white 
and r*d flowers, which became yellow, bine, 
and green. When the colors have been thus 
changed, if the blossom be clipped iu puro 
water it wi!l retain the artificial color for sev- 
eral hours, and will afterward return gradu- 
ally to its natural tint. Another curious ob- 
servation of Prof. G.ibbais that asters, which 
are naturally without scent, acquire an aro- 
matic odor muter tho influence of ammonia. 
Tho same flowers of a violet color become 
red \\hen sprinkled with water containing 
nitric acid ; and if inclosed in a wooden box 
and exposed to the action of hydrochloric 
acid gas, will in six hours become of a fine 
carmine color, which they will preserve if 
first dried in a dart place and kept dry in 
tho slmdo. 


EFFECT OF TEMPERATURE OM THE CnEAuum 


OF Mir,:t.—Tho results of a series of experi- 
ments carried on through several months, by 
exposing different portions of milk iu pans 
to temperatures of -10, .17 and 74 degrees 
au-l determining the amount of fatty matter 
still present after various times of exposure, 
are embodied in H report by Schubert, from 
which it appears that the separation of fatty 
matter from the milk Was most rapid nt 40 
degrees, bat that it was most rapid at 54 
than at 57 degrees, tho separation being 
moro complete at -10 degrees in 18 hours 
than it was at 57 clegrous after i!') hours.

largo scale of riolnvarU's method of immers- 
ing the milk iu deep vessels in ice water, 
showed that it prottucnd tho largest yield of 
butter for equal measures of milk, and also 
that sweet cream .afforded more buttor thau 
sour cream. Tho method possesses tho ad- 
ditional advantage that the milk never sours 
and can be preserved days in tho ico water 
without tho least injury, and will bear trans- 
portation to a considerable distance before 
becoming warm enough to change.

, to spoil in keeping, nnd since buttor made 


from tho sweet cream contains less intlk. 
sugar and casern, according to th'e analysis 
made, it is consequently less liable to be- 
come rancid. 


TnnKFFeoT OP FEKDINO APPLES TO Cows. 


—Tho Newburyport Herald is anxious Lbtii 
farmers should overcome their prejudice 
against feeding npples to cows. It nrgucs 
that although a cow, if let loose among 
heaps of apples, will speedily gorge herself 
and "dry up" her supply of milk for a dny 
or two, yet if she has a proper proportion 
of apples with her feed she will increase 
her milk 
nod quantity of her butter.

OATS AS A MANURE —A Kentucky ftiimor 


writes: "I have seen frequent 
inquiries 


how to reclaim old nnd worn lamln. A quick 
and cheap plnn is to ROW the land.in oats as 
early ns you cau iu tho Spring. As KOOII ris 
r,ipo plow under, keep off all stock, and you 
will havo a tremendous Full growth of oats. 
Plow them under in October, or. if South, 
the first of November, then sow rye, grnze 
iu tho Spring and feed down ; when ripe 
plow under, aud you will sco oue of tho finest 
rye fields you over Raw ; or, if you wish, sow 
clover on tho rye tho first Spring : it is very 
effectual and cheap. I saw tho above tried 
in Tennessee whou I was a boy. 
The laud 


was so worn that the oals did not exceed 
knoohigh; they wore plowed imder when 
ripo and again in November. The laud was 
planted in corn tho next year, nnd made n 
large yield; it was before tho days o£ clover. 
I have tried it repeatedly since with good 
success." 


P.ARTm,Lr BEAD APPLE TUBES.—Wo have 


known such dead strips on tbo trunks of ap- 
ple troos to result- from ttvo different causes: 
1. "When largo limbs aro cut off in priming, 
tho stump left will often commence decay- 
ing, gradually extending down m a narrow 
strip to tho roots. A discovery of this fact 
in our early experience in pruning taught us 
to avoid cutting off largo limbs when possi- 
ble, and when impossible, to cover over tho 
end of tho stump with grafting wax. -'. 
We havo seen many instances on tho West- 
ern urairies, and some in this state, whore a 
strip' on the south side of a tree has died in 
consequence, as it appn:ired to us, of tho ac- 
tion of tho sun upon tho frozen sap iu 
Winter, tbftwing it in the middle of tho day. 
iilling the cells which ruptured upon sudden 
freezing at night. Wo havo supposed that 
this might bo prevented by tacking a board 
agaiuft tho south side of the trunks of the 
moro tender varieties to shade them from the 
mid-day sun.* Greenings and Baldwins aro 
especially liable to such results.—[American 
liural Home.
